‘INDIAN RELICS. 


Here's a chance for_local collectors of 
antiquities to e their names pre- 
served for futur generations, as well 
as to secure for jtheir treasures a per- 
manent resting place. 

The Archaeological department of 
Phillips academy is deficient in not 
having a collection of Indian relics. The 
following letter from the curator is 
self explanatory: 

Editor of the/Townsman: 

Dear Sir--Phillips academy has 
recently established a department 
of Archaeology. A large building 
is-in process of construction, which 
is to be deyoted to a manifold pur- 
pose—museum, library, recreation 
and lecture halls. For the museum 
we have a, collection of 40,000 speci- 
mens from the south, west and 
north. This exhibit is very com- 
plete and illustrates the life of pre- 
historic man in America. : 

However, we have no flint, shell, 

, bone, clay, etc., implements..and 
’ utensils/frony New England. These 
objects jare not as common here- 
abouts jas in the Mississippi val- 
ley, yet numbers are found now 
and thén, I am informed that not 

a few fre in private’ collections in 

the hands of farmers and others. 

These artifacts left by our abor- 
iginal tribes, should be preserved in 
fire-proof’ museums for future 
study, Our knowledge of New 
England ethnology is-by no means 
complete, and it is necessary to 
observe the form, material, work- 
manship, locality of’ finding; ete., 
if we would reconstruct the his- 
tory-jof pre-colonial times, 

I make bold to suggest that the 
department of Archaeology, Phil- 
lips} academy,, Andover, Mass., 
would be glad to receive any stone 
Hogjemeants, ornaments or utensils; 
clay vessels, pipes, shell . beads, 
spear-points, etc., that New Eng- 
land people may have to present us.

JONATHAN SARGENT, 


For twenty -three years town treasurer 
and colléctor of the town of Ipswich and 
during that time only .one vote cast 

against him, such is the record and true 
‘| memorial of Jonathan Sargent, who 
passed away Monday at his late home on 
North Main street, where he spent the 
last year of his life. 

Aftlicted from birth by aserious de- 
formity- of his feet, for nearly 20 years 
he was without. the use of his limbs. 
Notwithstanding his great misfortune he 
has always been sweet tempered, happy 
and contented. His popularity and high 
stancing in Ipswich, where no man was 
ever more highly thought of or consid- 
ered more upright and honest and kindly 
natured than he, accounts for his many 
years of faithful service for the town, 
his official capacity being severed only 
on account of failing health nine years 
ago. 

Jonathan Sargent, the oldest of four 
brothers, sons of Jonathan.and Olive 
Sargent, was born in,Gloucester in-O¢to- 
ber, 1821. When he was eleven years of 
age, he left Gloucester for Ipswich where 
he made his home until a year ago last 
May, when he removed to Andover with 
the family of Mr. and Mrs... Josiah 
Wright, with whom he has been living 
for the past ten years, being regarded 
almost as one of the family. Previous 
to going into Mr, Wright’s family, he 
boarded for 44 years in one household in 
Ipswich. 

At an early age he was bound out to 
Asa Brown, a shoe maker, with whom 
he remained until his twenty-first: birth- 
day.

records of the-town; ~ 

The first record of ‘Street profiles, es- 
tablishing- permanent grades, can be 
found in the proceedings of the annual 
town meeting of March 1888, when the 
town voted to accept -and 
grades. as shown. on plans presented. by 
the highway commissioners. These pro- 
files, which are still on file, were pro- 
cured ‘in 1887 by a combined effort on 
the part of the committee on water sup- 


ply, and; the highway---eommisstoners; | 


they were made by Crafts and Forbes, 
the then engineers on the water supply. 
This was previous to the introduction of 
_& Water-supply or the election of a Board 
of Water Commissioners. Notwithstand- 
ing that these profiles were adopted as 
fixing the grades of the streets, very 
little attention seems to have been paid 
to them. 

When record plans ofthe sewer con- 
struction were made a comparision of 
elevations showed that: to bring the 
streets to grades adopted in 1888 would 
necessitate undoing a greater part of the 
highway work which had been done dur- 
ing the previous eleven years and entail 
an unwarrahted expense, With this in 
view, and to overcome the difficultiés, 
the Board of Public - Werks; by-whom the 
elevations had been compared, recom- 
mended the adoption of new grades 
which would better be. adapted to the 
then existing conditions. 
the annual. meeting..in—1900,-instructed 
the Board of Public Works to procure 
profiles. These profiles were submitted 
to’and adopted by the Town at the an- 
nual _meeting.of March, 190 —This-ac- 
tion ended the duty and responsibility of 
the Board of Public Works in regard to 
street grades. 

“S” assumes that-acut of a foot was 
called. for at..Punchard avenue and at 
Chestnut street, by the profiles sub- 
mitted bythe Board of Public Works. 
The fact is that the profile of Main street 
at and between those two. points, shows 


the same elevations as the record uf the |. 


sewer survey, made in 1898 and shows 
a fill of six inches at Punchard avenue 
and over a foot at Chestnut street, above 
the grades adopted in 1888. 

“$”’ assumes that the Board of Public | 
Works is responsible for the cross sec- 
tion of Main street. The fact is that.the- 
Board has not:nor ever had any author- 
ity over the shape of the cross section of 
any street. 

“S" assumes that the Board of Public 
Works caused plans to be made for the 
sidewalk improvements_on the east side 
of Main street, previous to 1901. The 
Jacts are that the. Board never saw the 
plans; they were made at the request of 
and adopted by the Board of Selectmen. 
Furthermore the surveys for those plans 
were not made until August of the cur- 
rent year. 

lf “S$” is interested enough in what is 
now getting to be ancient history to 
wish to make a study of facts, he can 
probably Jearn..many things from the 
various town officers and the records of 
their departments. On application at 
any reasonable time he may be sure of 
courteous treatment.

Hence they proposed 
either a more central site or a division 
cf the—parish.lrhe—efforts them -made 
were unavailing. Nov, until 1826 was a 
new parish created. : 

, The leader in this 4ransaction was 
‘Capt. Solomon Holt; who drew up and 
circulated a subscription paper. Re~ 
ceiving sufficient encouragement, the 
estimated cost was divided into shares 
which were all paid within a year and a 
half, Capt. Holt giving the land 

“fhe-eorner-stone of ‘the louse — was 
laid June 15, 1826.. ‘There are still with 
us of those who Witnessed this ceremony 
Mrs. Mary Ingalls Abbot, Mrs. Mary A. 
Loring Callahan and Mr. Andrew Fry. 
Local granite-supplied the material for 
the building, which was completed at an 
expense a little exceeding $5500. 

As at first estimated it contained 
ninety-eight pews, had side galleries and 
could seat over 600 people, Instead of 
its present beautiful spire, the belfry 
was a square tower, ‘There were win- 
dows on each side of the pulpit, and but 
two aisles.

Mr. Jackson was graduated from the 
Seminary the preceding-September and 
was but 25 years old, although before he 
entered the Seminary..he-had-spent-two 
years in the ‘study of the law. Follow- 
ing the advice ot Prof. Porter, he ac- 
cepted the call and was ordained June 6, 
1827, his father, Dr. Wm. Jackson of 
Dorset, Vt , giving him “the charge.”

April 30, 1830, the good Deacon Holt, 


who had done so much towards securing 
the new church, was called to the Home 
above — an unobtrusive, upright man, 
with whom nobody found any fault. 
His son, Sélomon, another good man, 
succeeded him in the deacon’s oftice. 

A year later, July 5, 1831, died another 
of the earliest friends and supporters 
of this church, Joseph Faulkner. We 
recall the history of his family as the 
saddest in the parish annals. Yet, who 
can forget Lydia, the, faithful Sunday 
school teacher, or Mary, the beautiful, 
saintly woman, leader of the infant class 
and of the Juvenile’ Missionary society. 
It was through Mr. Faulkner’s intinence 
that the Smiths, John and Peter, became 
residents of Andover. 

Beginning June 19, 1832, a four days’ 
meeting was held, “that the religious 
life of.the church might be revived.”

Mr. Jackson, ever deeply interested in 
public affairs, attended the meetings of 
the -nullifiers, both in- Charleston and 
Columbia, sometimes acting as their 
‘chaplain, though not sympathizing with 
theirsentiments.. His journaland letters 
at this time contain important history. 
They express, too, his abborrence of 
slavery, his sorrow for. its disastrous 
results, especially for its malign influ- 
ence upou character, 
masters. 
Once lié sat down to the Lord's supper 
with:two hundred. black. brethren. He 
saw the constant terror of insurrection 
in which southern white women lived 
and also the toils ‘which held the slayve- 
holder, hindering emancipation;—-for 
which christian masters were longing. 

When he returned home, his first ser- 
mons_were in deprecation of slavery. 
It would surprise those who have heard

many. sermons. against slavery are still 
among his. papers. 

Both the 3rd Presbyterian church in 
Charleston and the Seminary chureh in 
Columbia besought him to remain as 
their pastor, but ih May, 1833, he re- 
turned to the church of his first: love. 
Mr, Asa D Smith, then a student in the 
Seminary, afterwards president of Dart- 
mouth college, composed a hymn of wel- 
come, whieh was sung the Sufiday morn- 
ing after Mr. Jackson’s return, as he 
walked up the aisle the congregation 
rising to testify their love and rejoicing. 

In 1835, the Charleston church re- 
newed its call, but a second visit to the 
South,,made in the expectation of re- 
maining there, so intensified his aver- 
sion to the condition of slave-holding 
society, that he speedily returned to his | 
Northern home, 

‘These facts are stated that the ground- 
lessness of assertions recently made may | 
be realized, viz: that sixty years ago, all |

the ministers in Andover, and ajl the 
professors in the Seminuary, were pro- 
slavery. They were all equally deserv- 
ing of that epithet. 

Mr. Gatrison’s-usé of the worl pro- | 
slavery Was not in its etymological sense, | 
but denoted those who differed from him, | 
self respecting the feasibility of imme- 
diate emanvipation. 

Eli Thayer who -erganized- and oper- 
ated the Emigrant Aid sociery and by | 
its labors. brought - Kansas into the 
Union.a free state,’ despite the most ac- 
tive and violént.opposition™ from the 
slave — states —was, notwithstanding, | 
called “proslavery” by the dbolishion- | 
ists.

commotion in the | 
parish and church was excited. by the 
temperance reform. Dr. Justin Ed- 
wards resigned his pastorate to devote 
himself to this work. That it was 
needed statistics prove.

lature. In upholding the need of the 
Jaw which had been strenuously opposed 
as an infringement of personal liberty,

or Lin 27 of the entire population; in 
the town 180; in the state 26000. The 


sermon. was not acceptable to some, 
but eleven leading parishioners re- 


quested its publication, Among these 
eleven names are those of John and 
Peter Smith, George Boutwell, the dea- 
cons of the church, and,,William Hilton, 
the Frye Village storekeeper. 

Later the children were enrolledina 
Cold Water Army, with banners and 
badges. One 4th of July the Army held 
a notable picnic in Den Rock woods 
with songs and declamations’ by the 
children, and speeches by their elders.

‘The next 
year died widow Ames aged‘ninety-four, 
and her sister, Chloe Poor, aged ilinety- 
one, 

-In 1843 the younger members of the 
parish, dissatistied with the meeting 
house interior, essayed its improvement. 
‘There had been no earpet, no cushions, 
the pulpit was lofty, the ascent by many 
steps and closed by doors, the method 
of heating was. primitive, leaving the 
floors at frigid temperature. Our fore- 
mothers used to carry foot-stoves, tin 
boxes punctured” with small holes and 
containing iron pans which were filled 
with hot coals. 

Now a handsome mahogany pulpit re- 
placed_the —old one—of—painted— pine 
there were new sofa and. chairs for the 
pulpit, a new communion table, new 
cushions for the pews and. a bright new 
carpet, to which one good lady objected | 
that there was “too much yaller in it.” 
‘The chairman-of-the committee for im: 
provement was Dea. Peter Smith, who, 


to his enthusiasm in the work, added |* 


good taste and sound judgment. 

When-all-was tinished-the church was 
reconstructed—“to knowledge, to virtue, 
to human happiness, to- the. work of 
man's salvation, to. our country’s good, 
to the world’s -conversion.”’ 

Nov. 7. 1848,-a parish festival was 
held at the pastor’s nouse, which the 
ladies had arrayed in festive guise, -pro- 
viding a bountiful collation. Numerous 
gifts were left for the household... ‘The 
young men whose parish pride was not 
inflated by their minister’s old chaise, 
presented hint a sum of money sufficient 
for the purchase of a new vehicle. A 
few years before when his borse died,

Passing down the years we lave ar-' 
rived at the most painful chapter in the 
history of this church—recording the 
Joss of some of its most v: lued members, 

Perhaps the time has not even yet 
come when the whole story can be dis- 
passionately told, with perfect fairness 
to both sides, Heretofore -but-one-side 
has been’ presented. The conseryative 
side stiil waits for justice, waits to be 
relieved of the undeserved censure-cast 
upon it when. minds under intense ex- 
citement lost their balance and things 
were seer oat of their true perspective. 

Charges have been repeated within a 
few years, which either cannot be sus- 
tained by facts, or had their justitica- 


tion, Which is not-also-teled.- = 


For example, we are told that the 
other churches refused fellowship to the 
new church of the ‘seceders. Did not 
the new chureh convey a pretty st rong 
hint that such fellowship was ~ not 
wanted, aside from their withdrawal 
from us, —_by—passing—over all “these 
churches contrary to custom, in invita- 
Lions given to attend the dedication of 
their livuse, and the installations of 
their first pastors? When Rev. Wm. 
B, Brown acted upom the supposition 
that the other churches were friencly 
he found he had made no mistake. 

It is popularly supposed that those 
who withdrew from’ this churek to form 
the Free-church did so because ‘of dif- 
ferent views respecting slavery. This 
is true, but it becomes untrue if it con- 
veys the idea that the majority of this 
church were in favor of slavery. On 
the records of this West church are to 
be seen resolutions unanimously passed 
condemning in forcible language slavery, 


the slave trade and apologists for 
slavery. 
But sermons and resolutions con- 


demning slavery did not satisfy the ex- 
treme party. | 
They wanted a church vote probibit- | 
ing communion of slave holders with | 
this chvreh. The majority refused such | 
action believing it unnecessary and un- | 
charitable. . 
Brethren beloved were some of these 
who left us.. Of Mr. James B. Lovejoy 
it used to be said “that he spent whole 
days ip prayer. Who that witnessed 
it will ever forget the lessun in filial de- 
votion presented us every Sunday for 
years by Mr. John Smith, He, too, was 
aman of prayer, aud manifested -that 
rare trait, readiness to confess a fau!t.

For many years he 
was superintendent of the Sunday school
